Independent claims 10 and 19 present new issues requiring further consideration as to obviousness over Adams, Jr. et al. in view of 
Henton. Adams, Jr. et al. discloses all of the claim limitations except for a second module synchronized to the first module for producing 
an animated image of a human face and head pronouncing the audible speech, which is taught by Henton. Specifically, Adams, Jr. et al. 
discloses a module for converting input text to audible speech (column 7, lines 9 to 19), receiving utterances spoken by a user in response 
to a prompt (column 7, lines 20 to 27), a module to recognize the utterances and provide feedback by an icon or audio segment (column 
7, lines 27 to 44), and a record and playback module (column 7, lines 45 to 48). 
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
